There have been Tf ~kirmishes, and San 
Juan may offer a feeble resistance, but the conquest. will be 
practically a bloodless one. As the towns are successively 
occupied by our troops the civil officers are sworn to/ sup- 
port the constitution and laws of the United States, and the 
wheels of the government are kept in motion without friction. 
History records no such bloodless victories as have been won 
n Porto Rico.

steamer " Wanderer," chartered by tbe 
Second Illinois department to carry 
supplies to the Cubans. 
The expedi- 


tion was under tbe command of St, 
Beard, of the Third cavalry, who 
oame aboard and asked for surgical 
aid for some wounded men. I was 
sent aboard and attended the cases, 
and was ordered to go with them to 
Key West, 
as two 
were severely 


hurl. 
Their 
wounds 
were 


received while landing supplies on tbe 
coast of Ouba. There were 
eleven 


men of tbe Third Cavalry, and about 
thirty volunteers, and they had landed 
part of their supplies when they were 
attacked by a large body of Spanish 
regulars. The Bght was hot tor a 
time. The upper works of the Wan- 
derer were literally riddled with shot,1 
and eight of the Cubans and two of 
the crew were hit.

Washington, Aug. G.—Spain's reply 


to tho terms Imposed by the president 
as the price of a suspension of hostili- 
ties and tho Inauguration of negotia- 
tions for peace will bo handed to Presi- 
dent McKinley today. This statement 
is based upon Information obtained at 
tho French embassy. 
Tho reply was 


received in cipher and Is now being 
translate*!. It is understood that the 
president has been ofllciully informed 
that he may expect the reply today, 
and has been given the Intimation 
that it IB complete. This is gratifying 
news, as the administration, while con- 
fident that Spain would finally agree 
to the terms, anticipated more or less 
delay while the Madrid ministry was 
feeling Its way with the people of 
Spain. The president was prepared for 
requests for further explanations of 
minor details—proposed more for the 
purpose of securing delay than for in- 
formation. It Is believed in adminis- 
tration circles that the reply is direct, 
complete and final. 


If the conditions are accepted as 


named liy the president orders will bo 
Immediately issued for a suspension of 
hostilities. 
Spanish sovereignty In 


Cuba, Porto Rico and other Spanish 
territory in tho Caribbean sea will bo 
surrendered. According to tbe condi- 
tions named in tho president's reply 
of last Saturday, an Island in the La- 
drone group will be transferred to tho 
United States for a naval station, and 
the American forces will be permitted 
to occupy and control the city, harbor 
and bay of Manila, pending the negoti- 
ation of peace. 
In consideration of 


these concessions tho president will 
agree to refer the disposition of tho 
Philippines and all other 
questions 


arising out of the war and not disposed 
of by Spain's reply to a peace com- 
mission to be composed of representa- 
tives of the United States and Spain 
to meet at Paris on a date acceptable 
to both nations. There will be no un- 
necessary delay in drawing this pre- 
liminary agreement. 
It Is expected 


that Spain's reply will authorize Am- 
bassador Cambon to act as her repre- 
sentative in the signing of this docu- 
ment. 


Tho announcement 
that 
Spain's 


favorable reply had reached Washing- 
ton was gratifying to the president and 
to every one here In official life, but 
to no one more than to the army of- 
ficers, who have been apprehensive of 
the effect that publication of Shatter's 
"round robin" and Col. Roosevelt's 
letter on tho conditions existing at 
Santiago would have upon the negotia- 
tions. It has been feared that, not- 
withstanding the press censorship of 
the Atlantic cables, Spain would be 
advised Indirectly through one of the 
European nations that have shown an

•with the knowledge that nlno men out

Santiago to annihilate the American 
forces and recover the territory sur- 
rendered by Gen. Toral. The Span- 
ish prisoners taken at Santiago could
